REMARKS 

Claims 1-26 have been examined. Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§§101 and 1 12 as not being supported by tangible or concrete results; Claims 21-26 have been 
allowed. 

Applicants appreciate the indicated allowance of Claims 21-26. Independent 
Claims 1 and 17 have been amended to recite that the methods are performed by a computer 
system having an input device, a processor, and a display device. They have further been 
amended to recite that a distribution of results is displayed for a user on the display device, 
thereby providing a useful, concrete, and tangible result. This is similar to a limitation that was 
previously presented in dependent Claim 2, but is grounded in providing a concrete and tangible 
result by additionally requiring display on a display device. In view of such amendments, it is 
respectfully believed that the claims now conform with the Office's Examination Guidelines for 
Computer-Related Inventions as set forth in MPEP 2106, being both statutory under §101 and 
enabled under § 1 12, Tfl .
